‘They “were on 
plants, animals, in tle soil, and even to con- 
siderable Wepths in the ocean ; and weie especi- 
ally present ia regions of habitation, Any- 
thing which tended to raise dust increased the 
number of bacteria in the air, aed the dust 
and emanations from the clothes of people 
crowded jn a close room filled the air 
in great numbers, Manure 
heaps, dead bodies, decaying trees, and all 
sorts of filth were filled with them. It was in 
such places they found their best nourishment. 
The budies of mea and animals contnined 
than clinging to the surface, in great numbers 
no matter haw clean they might be. They got 
in the clothes, under finger nails, amongst the 
hair, and in every crevire or hiding place in 
skin, They: were not to be found, however, 
in the:tissues or muscles, ar in the blood of a 
naidehy* ‘individual. ‘In short, wherever there 
was a lodging place for dust micro-organisms 
watild be found. In most, of those localities 
they laid deoreant. or only grew a little, 
but, at the same time, erch of those micro- 
organisms possessed the poteAtial power of 
multiplication as soon as it found a suitable 
place; and giyen the requisite food their 
P tential powers became at once active, 
With their universal presence they possessed 
a power ef producing chemical changes which 
cnnstiluted a force ever ready to produce great 
chang’s in the fuce of nature, Wi houl bacteria 
our most important manufsctures would stop 
becatise their softening influences acted upon 
alinust every animal and vegetable substance. 
Among the industries thay depended on their 
agencies were, the manufacture of linen, jute, 
hie mp, the prep iration of leathes, 5; arges, beer, 
wines and spirits, the curing of tobiceo and 
opium, the making of butter, and the ripening 
of cheese. Peop'e, in general, separded 
bacteria as their grea’est emeimies, and thought 
ofe idemics of pla ue and the pandemics of 
cholera, That conception might be correct if 
they limited the science of bacteriology. to the 
confines of medicine, but when they looked 
beyond, aver the surfa ¢ of nature, they would 
regard those planisymicrescopic and invisible 
though they be,-nuf as enemies, but as true 
friends, They were agents enab'ing nature to 
keep ite surface fresh and green. The farmer 
was almost entirely dependent upon them for 
the fertility of hiss il and. the success of his 
crops, and, ns a matter of fact, without micro- 
organigms, life on our earth would be 
mpossible, It was rather unfortunate that a 
few of those bacterial friends played us fal-e 
and occasionally found theic mast favourable 
home ‘n our bodies where they bred disease. 
The majority, however, were our friends, and 
without them we shoulil have no epidentics, 
although we should notexist. They, once in 
a while, caused premature death. of an in- 
dividual; indeed they might sweep off. a 
cbundred or a thousand or two indivicuals ;

He mentioned that, now it was almost in- 
variably p ssible. to diagnose typhoid fever, 
which at one time was often unrecognisable 
for w cks. ‘Shen bacteria ina fresh cultu 
were adled to blood serum extracted from a 
person suftering from this disease they were’ 
seen to at once lose their aninated activity, 
and cluster in dormant bunches, He also re- 
ferred to the subject of preventive inoculations 
for plague and other diseases and said the 
plague bacteria were fortunately of a very 
delicate nature, and light and air were enough 
to kill them,

way by the rat flea biting the human being, 
and by infected rats ‘nibbling at food stuffs, | 
and also leaving excreta, etc, behind them. 
Other" probable methods of plague infection 
were described, During cholera epidemics it 
was almost impussible for a person to catch 
the contagion if they were only careful about 
what they ate and drank. Food, at that 
ime, should be weteooked, drinking water 
boiled, and raw vegetables avoided, while raw 
salads should not be eaten on any account 
when cholera is prevalent. Institutions and 
laboratories innumetable had been, and are 
‘being, established all over the British Empire; 
and one of these isto be at Hongkong under 
the directorship of Dr. Huater, (Applausc.) 


Interrogated by the Rev. C. Il Hickling, Dr, 
Thomson said that it was not yet positively 
ascertained whether small-pox and cancer were 
due to bacteria or to perms of an animal 
nature akin to the malarit parasite.
